Reports come from Shiu Kwan and 
Tsing Yin that the numbers of deaths in 
these places are much greater than at Ying- 
tak ; all crops were fully destroyed front 
mountain to mountain, The water covored 
the country for. some three days, everything 
thus covered dying. This valley will suffer 
untold misery the coming months. Rice, 
already dear, has gone up about one third 
higher since the flood. The reports from the 
interior indicate the water was very high, 
yot nowhore. was it so destructive ax along 
the main North river. :
